McHenry 
plainly 
showed the effects of the ordeal. 
His face was haggard, lined by 
worry and fatigue. 
His first thought was for his 


men. Eight of the crew were In- 
jured.

KIDNAPED MAN IS 
FOUi SLAIN AFTER 


POLICE NOTIFIED 


MEMBERS OFMAX KASOFFS 


FAMILY HAD RECEIVED 


RANSOM DEMANDS 


NEW YORK, March

Kidnapers of Max Kasoff called 
members of his family last week 
demanding $5,000 ransom "or we'll 
send him home in pieces—an ear 
first." 


Altogether there were four phone 
calls. The last Sunday night said: 


"So you notified the police, eh? 


Ok. We fix." ' 


Today members of the famllv 


went to Rockvllle Center, Long 
Island, to identify Max Kasoff's 
body. He had been blindfolded, 
shot twice in the head and once 
through the neck, and there was 
a deep head cut whpre he had 
been struck, as with a length of 
pipe. 


The body was found yesterday In 


front of a billboard in Oceanside, 
Long Island. It was frozen and 
partly covered with snow. Kasoff's 
name was in the labels of the 
clothing. 


The medical examiner fixed the 


hour of Kasoff's death as early 
Monday 
a few hours after the 
telephone call in which the kid- 
napers announced: "We fix." 


Kasoff who was 37 years old 


and well known in the automobile 
rental business, disappeared from 
home last Thursday night. His 
family did not take seriously the 
first demand for ransom because 
of Kasoff's reputation as a prac- 
tical joker. 
The receipt of a letter calling 


for payment of $5,000, and 
the 
phone calls with threats of mur- 
der convinced the family, however, 
that this was no hoax. They re- 
ported'Kasoff missing, but did not 
tell police of kidnap threats. 


This was the first kidnaping for 
ransom in many months in New 
York, so far as police records 
show, and one of the few cases in 
which the failure to pay ransom 
was followed by the murder of the 
hostage.

A. Lind- 
bergh, in the telegram to 
Secretary of War George H. 
Dern today reiterated his 
refusal to take part, "direct- 
ly or indirectly," in the sec- 
retary's investigation into 
army aviation. 
"I want to thank you for your 
telegram and to assure you that 
I deeply appreciate the honor of 
being askd to serve on the com- 
mittee," Col. Lindbergh's telegram 
read. 
"I do not feel that I can take 
part directly or indirectly in the 
operation by the military forces 
of American business and com- 
merce." 
"The army Is .now being used to 
operate the commercial air mail 
system. Consequently I regret ex- 
tremely to reply again that I do 
not feel I can serve on a commit- 
tee which is charged to study and 
report upon the performance by 
the army air corps in its mission 
to carry the air mail and direct- 
ed by executive order." 
Col. Lindbergh was not present 


when the message was made pub- 
lic.The telegram was given out at 
the office of Col. Henry Brecken- 
ridge, Lindbergh's attorney, by one 
of his secretaries.

the 113 alive in the water-filled 
interior of the little fighting ves- 
sel passed as dawn broke over a 
Macabre scene. At the drydock, 
where the craft was towed, blue- 
jackets were still working franti- 
cally at the tragic task of taking 
out bodies. 


Sixty-six bodies had been re- 
moved by midnight and carried 
to morgues through lines of weep- 
ing relatives. Women with babies 
strapped to their backs waited as 
close to the scene as authorities 
permitted. 


Three men escaped through a 
hatch before the craft was towed 
here. The other ten were taken 
out through a hole cut by res- 
cuers. Most' of them were uncon- 
scious. 


A naval officer quoted one of 
the men as saying: 


"When he felt the vessel turn 
over a small group of men In our 
compartment grasped hands and 
prepared 
to 
die together. 
We 
shouted banzals for the emperor 
and for the Imperial navy. 


"About noon, 30 hours after the 
accident, breathing 
became 
ex- 
tremely difficult. Suddenly a gust 
of fresh air came through. 
The 
three of us were sufficiently re- 
vived to be able to open a hatch, 
through which we saw a diver 
beckoning to us. 


"We emerged and floated to the 
surface. It is a miracle that we 
are alive now."* 
House Softened Its 
Demands for Veterans

The many-millioned veterans' bene- 
fit issue, productive of turbulent 
uprising in bath senate and house 
was headed today toward a com- 
promise acceptable to 
President 
Roosevelt. 


Behind closed doors, conferees 


from senate and house planned to 
try for an agreement on payments 
to veterans and government work- 
ers. Suddenly softened demands 
were voted by the house last night 
The senate some time ago tack- 


ed amendments on the independent 
offices bill, adding about $354,000,- 
000 to veterans, benefits and pay- 
ments to federal employes. This 
the administration considered a- 
blow at the economy program and 
a veto by the president was threat- 
ened. 
The house modified the measure 
last night, cutting the expenditures 
down to about $261,000,000. 
First Indications were that a 
compromise could be reached with- 
out long negotiation. The attitude 
of the senate however, was not fin- 
ally determined. 
House Democrat* Capitulate, 
As the threat of .presidential 
veto was waved repeatedly over 
the senate amendments, substantial 
house majorities voted for compro- 
mise proposals not far removed 
from those proposed by the ad- 
ministration.

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No-10—THE HOLMESES : POET AND JURIST 


This is the last of a series 
of 10 articles on famous fath- 
ers and famous sons.

Kindly, punctilious Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes, the "great liberal" 
of the supreme 'court of the Unit- 
ed States, owes his humanltarln- 
ism to his poet father, his legal 
acumen to hio mother, the daugh- 
ter of a chief justice of Massa- 
chusetts. 
It was, in fact, from the post 


of his maternal grandfather that 
the retired .Nestor 
of the high 
court went to Washington. 
Through his father's family he 


Is related to the Wendells and 
Qulncys, names which reflect lead- 
ership in New England and the 
nation from the beginning of the 
republic. .-So, too, his mother's fam- 
ily, the Jacksons, trace back to 
early distinction. In far-off, pre- 
colonlal days there was in London 
Thomas Holmes, a lawyer. 


Alike In Personality 
The two distinguished 
name- 
sakes of this and a preceding 
generation were alike more in 
personality than in achievement. 
The poet and writer of Lincoln's 
time was a physician by profes- 
sion and a literary light, at first, 
only by vocation. It was not until 
he was 48 years old that Holmes 
the elder definitely "arrived" in 
the field which made him famous. 
The son, except for the civil war 
service

interrupted his 
studies, always has been a law- 
yer. Both were, however, lectur- 
ers at Harvard,

SHIPPING SUBSIDY 


ASHED OF ROPER 


WASHINGTON, 
March 18.—W 
—Chairman Stephens of the senate 
commerce committee has request- 
ed Secretary Roper to draw up a 
bill In line with the administration 
recommendation that a new sys- 
tem of ship subsides to aid only 
essential marine services be sub- 
stituted for the existing policy of 
linking such grants to mail con- 
tracts.

Appropriations for the outright 
grants would come from general 
treasury funds Instead of being 
supplied indirectly through other 
government departments as Is the 
present custom. 
The new subsidies would not be 
extended to lines in the protected 
trade or to any service where de- 
structive competition might result. 
The government would have regu- 
latory power over the subsidized 
lines and construction companies. 
The contracts Roper said, would 
be based on the differentials In 
building and 'operating costs be- 
tween here and abroad, would be 
flexible to permit of equitable re- 
adjustments as changes in condi- 
tions occur, and would provide for 
necessary replacements.

LUNCHEON MEET TODAY 


How the work o£ the Chamber 


of Commerce contributes to the 
upbuilding of a cbmmunlty, was 
the general theme of the princi- 
pal address at Thursday's lun- 
cheon meeting program 
of 
the 
Clvitan club at the1 Navarro hotel, 
by Harry C. Howard, secretary- 
manager of the local chamber. 
Fields" C. Paul arid DOyle Peve- 
tiouse had charge 
of the pro- 
gram. 
Rev. P. Martin Baker- was a 
visitor Thursday. President Mar- 
vin Thomas named Ballard W. 
George and Paul Robinson as next 
week's program 
committee. The 


speaker 'was presented by M.'. 
Paul. 
Mr. ' Howard 
declared that a 


chamber of commerce is either 
real asset or a real liability to a 
city—there is no half way mark 
for one to assume. If it is an 
asset, he declared, it should be a 
cross section of the town, and 
should represent the town to the 
outside world. If it. is a liability 
it is run by one Bet or clique of 
men.The speaker commented upon 
the local situation being one of 
unity, in which the lowest and 
highest work alike -for the bet- 
terment of the city. At this time 
Mr. Howard detailed the work 'of 
various departments of the organ- 
ization. Much Service Free. 
He said 75 per cent of the ser- 
vice is given to people who are 
not able to support the Chamber 
of 
commerce, 
and 
further de- 
clared that to bring times back 
to normalcy, 
the 
organization 


must help those people who can- 
not support it. Mr. Howard com- 
mented at length upon many as- 
pects of the new era, and declar- 
ed that the Chamber of Com- 
merce 13 to a community what 
Washington is to the nation; 
"This is a day to take stock 
and solidify what we have. We 
have been prone to admire the 
greener fields across 
th« fenco 
while we wore standing knec-dcep 
in lush grass," he continued. This 
speaker stressed the fact that peo- 
ple are finding the pot of gold 
In the hearts of men whose prob- 
lems are common to theirs, and 
in their association and friend- 
ship.
